Renfrew Raises the Flag: Some of you who attended the NRC Convention heard Neil Kazaross' 
workshop on Flag antennas. With his guidance I've built one. Using three trees in a line, aimed 
northeast/southwest I put up the Flag in the front yard, with the lower wire 8 feet off the ground, 
and the upper wire 25 feet. I couldn't get any higher with the 40 foot ladder, two trees were too 
narrow to support the ladder at that height, and the third tree was a mess of branches. If necessary 
I can drop the lower wire to ground level after the lawn-mowing season, or even put it under 
ground with a conduit. The length of the antenna is about 85 feet. Neil provided a 9:1 transformer. 
There is a 475 ohm resistor at the far bottom corner. There is a 125-foot coax into the house, but 
there doesn't seem to be appreciable signal loss. I use a Drake R8B. Other wires are a south wire 
(200 feet), an east/west wire (700 feet), and a northeast wire (about 600-700 feet). Flag results are 
very positive. Most transatlantic receptions are not found with the northeast longwire (or 
substantially weaker), but present with the Flag. Stations to the southwest, like WLW, WSB, 
WHAS, or WTAM, are depressed about 15-30 dB using the Flag. Thanks to Neil and Chris Black for 
the guidance on putting this together.
